Cost State of Ohio $13,000,000 to Open* 
ate During January. 
Oaluantbus, Fob. ll.—According tm 
figures compiled by State Treasure*? 
Harry S. Day, it cox the state of 
Ohio $3,010,844.07 to operate its gov­ 
ernm ent during the month of January. 
Disbursements for the first month in 
1924 were slightly lower than for the 
same period In 1923. but are higher 
than J an um y of 1922, a comparison 
shows. 
In January, 1923, the state spent 
$8,935,170.30, while the sam e month 
of the previous year cost the state 
but $2,437,469. 82, according to the 
records of the state treasury. 
Principal disbursements l*a#t month 
was 
in the general > revenue 
fund 
which paid out a total of $1,854,688.19, 
a figure considerably less than for 
the same month the previous year. 
Disbursement® from the general rev­ 
enue fund in 1923 amounted to $2,014,- 
419.63, while in 1922 the amount of 
ibis fund was $1,581,607.25. 
The greatest jump of any fund dur­ 
ing January was that vt the educa­ 
tion building fund, which disbursed 
$119,005.22.

buildings, while in 1922 it cost but 
$3,189.94

Washington, D. (J.—Gold, forests, 
fish and fur for long years were Alas­ 
ka's only real Important assets, but 
now we read In reports of the several 
agricultural experiment stations that 
real progress is being made in devel­ 
oping the agricultural resources of our 
farthest north possession. It is not the 
hope of the United States Department 
of Agriculture to make the soil of 
this region produce in great abund 
anee, but there is good reason to be­ 
lieve* that much of the food being 
slopped in can be grown there and 
that better supplies of fresh vegeta­ 
bles, truit, and milk can be provided. 
The government and settlers are 
growing cattle, sheep and goats. After 
some trials with different breeds hogs 
are being bred and raised successful­ 
ly. Attempts are being made to cross 
the yak anti common cattle Just us has 
beeu done in central Asia for many 
years. 
The hardy, rustling, heavy- 
haired Galloways have been found ad­ 
mirably suited to the southwestern 
part of the territory, and this breed 
with tbs Holsteln-Frleslan Is being 
used to produce reciprocal crosses 
which, it Is hoped, will result In a 
hardy dairy type.’ 
Hardy Grains Do Well. 
Especially hardy strains of grains do 
well In the interior during most sea­ 
sons, according to the report, and when 
the summer is wet or frosts come too 
soon the crops can be made into hay 
or silage. 
Tests are being made of 
promising varieties of spring wheat, 
aud some work is being done with 
winter wheat, although there Is little 
reason to believe that this type can 
equal spring wheat. Barley is the most

PIPE SUPPORTS 
SIMPLE GARAGE 


Solution of Serious Problem for 
Man Who Is Constantly 
Moving Around. 


The garage question la a serious 
proposition for many men who do not 
own their own homes or who are com­ 
pelled by their business to move from 
place to place. 
After building five 
garages In as many towns or locations, 
I designed two knock-down or portable 
garages and constructed the one illus­ 
trated. writes R. G. Liebe In the Popu­ 
lar Science Monthly. 
The framework consists of %-in. 
galvanized pipe and fittings. 
There 
are three separate frames, one on 
ea£h end and one in the middle. The 
pipe Is thoroughly braced with wooden 
strips bolted on with stove bolts. 
Holes 3-16 in. In diameter are drilled 
In the posts and roof sections about 14 
in. apart throughout, and 4-ln. dressed

wooden strips are bolted on to form 
the sheathing. 
The roof Is covered 
with heavy tar paper, and the sides 
aud ends with 8-oz. tenting.

The diagram la practically self ex­ 
planatory. 
The builder can brace the 
garage aa much as he thinks neces­ 
sary to meet weather conditions. Iron 
spikes driven Into the ends of the 
posts and then set Into the ground 
serve to anchor the structure. 
If a 
wooden floor Is to be used, a sufficient 
number of sleepers should be laid 
to support the heavy planking. 
Each of the three pipe frames Is held 
together by a %-ln. rod bolted through 
the posts and tightened from the out­ 
side. 
Canvas curtains can be hung 
on this rod to form the cheapest kind 
of door, or other doors, which are pipe 
frames covered with canvas or wooden 
strips aud tar paper or both, can be 
used.

A useful check upon any such esti­ 
mate Is obtainable from its appear­ 
ance, and an expert tire man, If he : 
has a casing off, so that a thorough ex­ 
amination Is possible, may make some 
quite accurate predictions, hut much 
less can be learned from Inspecting a 
casing on the wheel. 
If the tread has cut through It In 
places which have been long neglected 
and have begun to raise sand blis­ 
ters; lf there are any swellings in the 
surface or any indications of approach­ 
ing failure along the side walls, no 
great dependence for future service 
should be placed in It, but lf the tread 
Is practically perfect, barring normal 
wear, and no signs of weakness are 
apparent, the casing can be relied upon 
for the additional mileage Indicated by 
service previously rendered and past 
experience. 
The chief reason for estimating the 
expected mileage that remains In the 
casings on the wheels is in order to 
provide requisite spare tire equip­ 
ment, it going without saying that the 
extra casings carried must be more 
numerous and of better quality lf the 
tire* In service are old and worn than 
as lf they are all new’.
